Nix on ad ministration tod ay low­ 
ered the max imu m allowable in­ 
terest 
rate

backed mortgages to 7 p er cent 
in a fu rther mov e to bolster the 
rev iv ing hou sing market. 
The cu t is the third in the p ast 
three months and brings the 
mortgage 
interest rate 
back 
d own to 1968 lev els. It p eaked at 
8Via p er cent last y ear on m ort­ 
gages insu red by the Fed eral 
Hou sing Ad ministration and Ve­ 
terans Ad ministration. An ad d i­ 
tional one-half of one p er cent 
insu rance fee is tacked on to 
FHA mortgages. 
“Prosp ectiv e

bu y ers 
will be able to make p lans 
based on a red u ced cost of 
mortgage

Big Boost 


In Debt Limit I 


To Be Asked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nix on ad ministration aimed its 
op ening argu ments tod ay for a 
sear-record increase in the na­ 
tional d ebt limit at a committee 
d ominated by Democrats sp oil­ 
ing for another chance to d e­ 
nou nce the Presid ent’s econom­ 
ic policies. 
Faced with at least two more 
big y ear-end d eficits, the ad min­ 
istration sent Treasu ry Secre­ 
tary John B. Connally . a Demo­ 
crat and former gov ernor of 
Tex as, to ask the Hou se Way s 
and Means Committee for an 
ex p ected $40 billion lift in the 
fed eral gov ernment’s borrowing 
limit. 
' 
This wou ld raise the bou nd ary 
to $435 billion. 
Not since World War II has 
Congress au thorized ‘any com­ 
p arable one-step increase. It is 
not consid ered likely to d o so 
now, bu t rather to giv e the ad ­ 
ministration enou gh borrowing 
leeway to op erate for a y ear or 
less—and 
then 
be forced 
to 
come back to Congress. 
For most of the p ast 30 y ears, 
raising the d ebt limit has been 
an annu al ritu al. 
Critics 
say 
the 
ceiling 
is 
meaningless, 
since 
Congress 
has no choice bu t to allow the 
gov ernment to borrow to p ay its 
bills when rev enu es are short of 
ex p end itu res. Bu t d efend ers in­ 
sist the ceiling d oes p rov id e 
some d iscip line. 
The hearings giv e Congress 
another look ov er the shou ld ers 
of the ad ministration’s fiscal 
chiefs and the op p osition p arty 
a chance to ask u nfriend ly q u es­ 
tions abou t White Hou se han­ 
d ling of economic matters. 
Rep u blicans enjoy ed these op ­ 
p ortu nities to the fu llest d u ring 
the Democratic White Hq u se 
tenu re, and now the Democrats 
are recip rocating with glee.

the

first target, Connally , is Nix on’s 
only Democratic Cabinet mem 
ber.

Congress Back; 


Little On Tap 


No Significant 
Legisaltion Ready 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress retu rned to work tod ay 
after a fiv e-d ay recess, short on 
bu siness and long on talk. 
For the Senate, the agend a 
read filibu ster, as it has since 
the 92nd Congress conv ened . 
Neither Senate nor Hou se has 
any significant legislation read y 
for action. The Hou se Way s and 
Means Committee sched u led a 
hearing tod ay on increasing the 
national d ebt ceiling from $395 
billion to $435 billion. That may 
be the first major measu re to 
reach the floor. 
The Senate remains snarled in 
the d isp u te ov er efforts to make 
end ing filibu sters easier. 
Foes of the ru les change u sed 
the filibu ster itself to block 
a 
change end orsed by a Senate 
majority , and as a resu lt there 
has 
been 
marathon talk for 
nearly three weeks. 
The

test

comes Thu rsd ay , with a roll call 
on a p etition to cu t off the fili­ 
bu ster led by Sou thern conserv ­ 
ativ es. 
Nobod y , inclu d ing the 38 sp on­ 
sors of that p etition, ex p ects it 
to su cceed . Bu t Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field , the majority lead er and a 
p rop onent of the ru les change, 
said there will be continu ed at­ 
temp ts to limit the d ebate, and 
one of them may gain the two- 
third s v ote necessary to stop the 
talk. 
At issu e is a ru les change 
sp onsored by 5 1 senators, u nd er 
which a three-fifths v ote wou ld 
be su fficient to limit d ebate. 
Sens. James B. Pearson. 
R- 
Kan., and Frank Chu rch, D- 
ld aho, are the chief sp onsors of 
the ru les p rop osal, which got a 
boost Frid ay when the White 
Hou se issu ed a cau tiou s en­ 
d orsement of their camp aign. 
Late session filibu sters last 
y ear blocked action on Nix on’s 
Social Secu rity , trad e and wel­ 
fare reform p rop osals in the 
91st Congress. 
White Hou se p ress secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler noted the 
Presid ent has said “ it was u n­ 
fortu nate that p roced u ral d elay s 
stalled the imp ortant legislation 
before the Congress.” 
How long the cu rrent stall will 
last is, at the moment, an open 
q u estion, aaid one that won’t 
really make mu ch d ifference 
u ntil legislation begins to flow 
from committees onto the Sen­ 
ate floor.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s economy inched ahead 
slu ggishly last month, still not 
resp ond ing to Presid ent Nix on’s 
ambitiou s ex p ansion p olicies, a 
new gov ernment rep ort shows. 
Ind u strial p rod u ction, one of 
the first significant economic in­ 
d icators rep orted this y ear, ad ­ 
v anced by sev en-tenths of 1 p er 
cent in Janu ary , the Fed eral 
Reserv e Board said Tu esd ay . 
At any other time, the gain 
might hav e 
b e e n 
significant. 
Bu t, the board said , factory ou t­ 
pu t is still catching u p from the 
knockou t blow of last fall's Ge­ 
neral Motors’ strike. 
Ex clu d ing the u nseasonably 
high 18 p er cent increase in au to 
p rod u ction, ou tp u t of the na­ 
tion's factories showed contin­ 
u ing slack, with d eclines in p ro­ 
d u ction of telev ison sets and 
other 
ap p liances, 
ind u strial, 
commercial and d efense eq u ip ­ 
ment and commercial aircraft. 
A 
sp okesman 
for 
Nix on’s 
Cou ncil of Economic Ad v isers 
said the p rod u ction ind ex for 
Janu ary “ is a good figu re. It 
d oesn’t set the world on fire, bu t 
it’s a good stead y figu re.” 
He said the most encou raging 
signs are the au to p rod u ction 
snap back and a step u p in steel 
ou tp u t, 
reflecting 
ind u stry 
stockp iling in anticip ation of a 
strike later this y ear. 
“Hopefu lly , these will sp read 
into other areas,” he said . 
The ad ministration is looking 
for a d ramatic ju mp in ou tp u t in 
March and April to realize its 
p red iction of an u p tu rn in the 
economy . 
After p u rsu ing tight fiscal and 
monetary p olicies in fighting 
inflation last y ear, Nix on has or­ 
d ered heav ier fed eral sp end ing, 
combined with 
easier money 
policies from the Fed eral Re­ 
serv e, to ex p and the economy 
this y ear. 
His p rimary goal now is to 
tackle u nemp loy ment, cu rrently 
at 6 p er cent. Nix on has p red ict­ 
ed a 9 p er cent leap in economic 
activ ity this y ear as measu red 
by the Gross National Prod u ct. 
The ex p ansionary fiscal p olicy 
calls for back - to - back d eficit 
totaling more than $30 billion

“Joe really takes care of his 
d istrict,” said Cookev ille, Tenn., 
City Atty .

WSHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
Nixon adm inistration today low­ 
ered the m aximum allowable in­ 
terest 
rate 
on 
government- 
backed mortgages to 7 per cent 
in a further move to bolster the 
reviving housing m arket. 
The cut is the third in the past 
three months and brings the 
m ortgage 
interest 
rate 
back 
down to 1968 levels. It peaked at 
8Vi per cent last year on m ort­ 
gages insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration and Ve­ 
terans Administration. An addi­ 
tional one-half of one per cent 
insurance fee is tacked on to 
FHA m ortgages. 
“ Prospective 
home 
buyers 
will 
be able to make plans 
based on a reduced cost of 
m ortgage 
money, 
and 
this 
should provide new impetus to 
the already bouyant homebuild­ 
ing outlook,” Housing Secretary 
George Romney said. 
He noted the new interest ceil­ 
ing ‘‘m ay be just a little ahead 
of

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Nixon adm inistration aimed its 
opening argum ents today for a 
near-record increase in the na­ 
tional debt lim it at a com m ittee 
dominated by D em ocrats spoil­ 
ing for another chance to de­ 
nounce the President’s econom­ 
ic policies. 
Faced with at least two more 
big year-end deficits, the adm in­ 
istration sent T reasury Secre­ 
tary John B. Connally. a Demo­ 
crat and form er governor of 
Texas, to ask the House Ways 
and Means Committee for an 
expected $40 billion lift in the 
federal governm ent’s borrowing 
lim it. 
This would raise the boundary 
to $435 billion. 
Not since World W ar ll has 
Congress authorized any com­ 
parable one-step increase. It is 
not considered likely to do so 
now, but rath er to give the ad 
m inistration enough borrowing 
leeway to operate for a year or 
less—and 
then 
be 
forced 
to 
come back to Congress. 
For m ost of the past 30 years, 
raising the debt lim it has been 
an annual ritual. 
Critics 
say 
the 
ceiling 
is 
m eaningless, 
since 
Congress 
has no choice but to allow the 
governm ent to borrow to pay its 
bills when revenues are short of 
expenditures. But defenders in 
sist the ceiling does provide 
some discipline. 
The hearings give Congress

Little On Tap 


No Significant 
Legisaltion Ready 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress returned to work today 
after a five-day recess, short on 
business and long on talk. 
For the Senate, the agenda 
read filibuster, as it has since 
the 92nd Congress convened. 
Neither Senate nor House has 
any significant legislation ready 
for action. The House Ways and 
Means Committee scheduled a 
hearing today on increasing the 
national debt ceiling from $395 
billion to $435 billion. That may 
be the first m ajor m easure to 
reach the floor. 
The Senate rem ains snarled in 
the dispute over efforts to make 
ending filibusters easier. 
Foes of the rules change used 
the filibuster itself to block

Nobody, including the 38 spon­ 
sors of that petition, e x a c ts it 
to succeed. But Sen. Mike M ans­ 
field, the m ajority leader and a 
proponent of the rules change, 
said there will be continued a t­ 
tem pts to lim it the debate, and 
one of them may gain tile two- 
thirds vote necessary to stop the 
talk. 
At issue is a rules change 
sponsored by 51 senators, under 
which a three-fifths vote would 
be sufficient to lim it debate. 
Sens. Jam es B. Pea? son. 
It- 
Kan., and Frank Church, D* 
Idaho, are the chief sponsors of 
the rules proposal, which got a 
boost Friday when the White 
House 
issued 
a 
cautious

dorsem ent of their cam paign. 
Late session filibusters last 
year blocked action on Nixon’s 
Social Security, trade and wel­ 
fare reform 
proposals in the 
91st Congress. 
White House press secretary 
Ronald

Ziegler noted 
the 
President has said ‘‘it was un­ 
fortunate that procedural delays 
stalled the im portant legislation 
before the Congress.” 
How long the current stall will 
last is, at the moment, an open 
question, and one that won’t

uing slack, with declines in pro­ 
duction of televison sets and 
other 
appliances, 
industrial, 
com m ercial and defense equip­ 
m ent and com m ercial aircraft.

Council of Economic Advisers 
said the production index for 
January “ is a good figure. It 
doesn’t set the world on fire, but 
ifs a good steady figure.’* 
He said the m ost encouraging 
signs are the auto production 
snapback and a stepup in steel 
output, 
reflecting 
industry 
stockpiling in anticipation of a 
strike later this year. 
“ Hopefully, these will spread 
into other areas,” he said.

And, records show, non-defense 
governm ent outlays in his dis­ 
trict in fiscal 1969 totaled $527 
million. By comparison, aver­

“ Joe really takes care of his 
district,” said Cookeville, Tenn., 
City Atty. Wes F latt J r., who 
m anaged E vins’ cam paign last 
fail when he was re-elected with 
83 per cent of the vote. “ I don’t 
know w here we would be with­ 
out him .”

Evins’

Cities—an entree to special con­ 
sideration when federal funds 
are being awarded. 
Cookeville, 30 miles away and 
also in Evins’ district, is anoth­ 
er Model City. Its population is 
14.270. 
The Model City designations 


were m ade by the Departm ent 
of Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment, one of the agencies whose 
appropriations are handled by 
an Evins’ subcom m ittee. Aneth 
er such agency, the Atomic E n­ 
ergy 
Commission, sends $300 
million annually into Evins’ dis­ 
trict, which includes the AEC’s 
m assive Oak Ridge facilities. 
“ I’ve worked hard,” said Ev- 
;.ns in an interview, “ and by 
tim e and effort I have come into 
a position where there’s oppor­ 
tunity for service . . . . I haven’t 
been provincial in my work. I’m 
not provincial.

Grisly Double 


Murder Probed 


In Columbus 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Police 
put 
“every 
available 
man” 
on 
their investigation 
today of the grisly murder of 
a young woman and her infant 
son in a north side townhouse 
apartment. 
Clues uncovered so far, ac­ 
cording to detectives, include 
fingerprints recovered from a 
butcher knife used to repeated­ 
ly stab Christina Mitchell, 25. 
and 
footprints found outside 
the apartment. 
Mrs. Hitchers partially clad 
body, stabbed in the chest with 
hands and feet tied in front of 
her, was found on a bed in an 
upstairs room. 
The body of her son Scott, 8 
months, was in the bathroom. 
Cause of his death had not been 
determined officially, but police 
said he appeared to have been 
strangled or drowned. 
The scene, described by one 
veteran officer as “sickening," 
was discovered by the woman’s 
husband, James W. Mitchell, - 
28, when he returned home to 
the Thurber Manor apartment 
from work. 
Mitchell told police he found 
the door locked and the safety 
chain in place. When he got 
no answer to the doorbell 
he 
had a neighbor help him break 
in. 
Lt. Richard Gordon of the 
homicide squad said the killer 
was believed to have entered 
through a rear glass door which 
was unlocked. 
He said nothing was missing 
from the apartment, ruling out 
robbery as a motive. It will not 
be known if she was raped until 
after an autopsy is performed, 
he said. 
Gordon said none of the resi­ 
dents of the modern apartment 
complex reported seeing anyone 
entering or leaving the apart­ 
ment Tuesday. 
Mitchell said 
his wife always kept doors 


locked and seldom left the 
apartment. 
The 
Mitchells 
moved here 
from 
Cleveland 
about 
two 
years ago when he took a job 
with a tire firm. He since has 
gone to work for a company in 
Mount Sterling and has been 
commuting.

Ohio House Seeks No Strings' Tax Sharing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ap­ 
parently taking the recent coun­ 
seling of Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew to heart, the Ohio House 
passed a resolution 
Tuesday 
asking Congress to convene 
a 
constitutional convention to talk 
about federal revenue sharing 
with the states. 
The resolution, passed 71-22, 
marked the first step in an ef­ 
fort to claim some of the fed­ 
eral financial pie for Ohio on a 
“no strings attached” basis. 
A similar resolution was intro­ 
duced during the 108th General 
Assembly session, but died in a 
Senate committee.

the resolution, said the pro­ 
posal was “in much better 
shape this time.’.’ 
Fry said an identical resolu­ 
tion has already been passed by 
nine other states and approved 
by one legislative house in four 
others.

Nixon Studies Wage-Price 


Freeze In Building Industry 


WASHINGTON (AP) - “ Free 
prices and wages are the heart 
of our economic system. We 
should not stop them from work­ 
ing even to cure an inflationary 
fever.” 
Thus, in his annual economic 
report to Congress, President 
Nixon expressed his strongest 
rejection to date of wage and 
price controls as a way to com­ 
bat inflation. 
Now, a little more than two 
weeks later, Nixon is reported 
to 
be 
seriously 
considering 
clamping a wage and price 
freeze on the construction indus­ 
try. 
Even 
a 
temporary freeze 
would represent a dramatic 
turnabout in Nixon’s thinking. 
When Congress granted him the 
power to impose temporary 
wage and price controls 
last 
year, Nixon said it was power 
he didn't want and wouldn't use. 
The law permits the President 
to set temporary maximums on 
wages, prices and centi at any 
levels not below those of May 
25, 1970. 
Nixon held out the possibiity 
of government intervention in 
that economic message, and in 
a December speech before the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers in New York. 
Still, those statements gave no 
hint Nixon was considering such 
a drastic step as a wage and 
price freeze, an action usually 
confined to times of war or run­ 
away inflation. 
A step most frequently men­ 
tioned in the industry as easing 
the situation is repeal or suspen­ 
sion of the Davis-Bacon la# 
which establishes union rates on 
federal construction projects. 
It is also a move that Arthur 
F. Burns, chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Eoard, suggested 
in December 
But the President said Jan. 18 
he was not prepared to take 
such actions as putting price 
ceilings on federal construction 


projects or seeking suspension 
of the Davis-Bacon act. 
Not until the present has there 
been any suggestion the Presi­ 
dent was considering using the 
power that Congress granted 
him to impose a wage and price 
freeze generally and on selected 
industries. 
But one backer of that legisla­ 
tion, Rep. Henry Reuss, D-Wis., 
said last week: “The President 
has said before there were some 
things he would never, never do 
—and now he is doing them.”

Egypt Backs 


U.N. Council's 
'67 Resolution 


W ants Israelis 
To Withdraw; 
Seen Unlikely 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Egypt has informed U.N. en­ 
voy Gunnar V. Jarring that it 
will pledge compliance with the 
Security Council’s 1967 resolu­ 
tion on the Middle East if Israel 
does likewise. Cairo’s authorita­ 
tive newspaper Al Ahram re­ 
ported today. 
The reply to last week’s peace 
initiative by Jarring urged him 
to obtain from Israel a pledge to 
“discharge the obligations con­ 
tained in the resolution,” Al Ah­ 
ram said. It listed them as Is­ 
raeli withdrawal from all terri­ 
tory occupied in the 1967 war, 
“a just solution to the Palestini­ 
an problem” and a formal dec­ 
laration renouncing the use of 
force, territorial occupation and 
expansionism. 
The note agreed to provide 
Jarring a declaration of Egypt’s 
intentions 
and promises 
a 
pledge “to uphold responsibili­ 
ties stemming from the execu­ 
tion of the resolution” if the 
promise were obtained from Is­ 
rael, according to the semioffi­ 
cial newspaper. 
Jarring’s proposals asked for 
declarations of intent from Is­ 
rael, Egypt and Jordan, holding 
indirect peace talks via him at 
the 
United Nations 
in New 
York, and asked their views on 
how to bring peace to the re­ 
gion. It also gave the Swedish 
diplomat’s ideas on a satisfacto­ 
ry settlement, which is under­ 
stood to include Israeli with­ 
drawal from the Suez Canal and 
the Sinai peninsula and station­ 
ing of U.N. soldiers at Sharm el 
Sheikh, at the foot of the Sinai, 
to safeguard Israeli shipping in 
the Gulf of Aqaba and the Strait 
of Tiran. 
Passed on Nov. 22, 1967. five 
months after the six-day war, 
the Security Council resolution 
provides for Arab recognition of 
Israel’s right to exist within 
“secure and recognized bounda­ 
ries;” an end to Arab belliger­ 
ence; Israeli navigation rights 
in the Gulf of Aqaba and the 
Suez canal; a just solution to 
the problem of Palestinians dis­ 
placed when Israel was estab­ 
lished in 1948; and Israeli with­ 
drawal from the occupied terri­ 
tories. 


The Senate has had a similar 
rule for a number of years, but 
has never invoked it. In fact, 
Senate Pro T e rn Theodore M. 
Gray, R-3 Piqua, described the 
rule as “one we don’t need.” 
The resolution was referred 
to the powerful Senate Rules 
Committee 
for 
consideration. 
The committee, ironically, con­ 
ducts all it’s sessions in secret. 
Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Ak­ 
ron, sponsored another resolu­ 
tion restricting the use of the 
death penalty in capital offense 
cases. 
Under the Ocasek proposal, 
the death sentence would be 
confirmed to those persons who 
killed a prison guard or law 
officer and to second offenders 
in capital punishment cases. 
All other capital offense crimes 
would bring a penalty of life 
imprisonment instead.

Army analy sts scanning last y ear's 
Army induction record have concluded 
fewer than one of four men coming into 
the service last y ear could be called 
volunteers, although half the inductees 
signed up on their own. 
Of the 29 6,000 men who entered the

-ice during 19 7 0, 159 ,000 were draft­ 
ee. The Army study concludes that 
73.000 of the remainder enlisted rather 
than face the draft and 64,000 volun­ 
teered because they wanted to. 
The number of pure volunteers may 
be on the conservative side. For pur­ 
poses of the study it was assumed that 
draft lottery number 240 was the divid­ 


ing line between those who could ex pect 
to be drafted and those who would not 
be called. Volunteers holding numbers 
higher than 240 were considered legiti­ 
mate volunteers; the others were re­ 
garded as keeping one step ahead of 
the draft by selecting their military 
specialties. 
That is a misleading assumption. It 
is reasonable to assume that at least 
some of the volunteers with lower draft 
classifications 
joined 
because 
they 
wanted to. The study does point up how 
far from a true volunteer Army the 
present service remains.

Army analysts scanning last year’s 
Army induction record have concluded 
fewer than one of four men coming into 
the service last year could be called 
volunteers, although half the inductees 
signed up on their own.

Volunteers holding numbers 
higher than 240 were considered legiti­ 
mate volunteers; the others were re­ 
garded as keeping one step ahead of 
the draft by selecting their military 
specialties.

Some facilities and services are 
duplicated while others are una­ 
vailable.

medical services seem to frus­ 
trate the efforts of cost cutters. 
Unlike industry, for example, 
hospitals very infrenquenty ob­ 
tain lower costs by employing 
new machinery. The machine 
might improve health, but it 
generally will require the serv- 
ces of new, highly trained per­ 
sonnel. 
Another example: Health in­ 
surance plans often encourage 
unnecessary hospital stays by 
specifying that work paid for 
must be done while the indivi­ 
dual is a bed patient rather than 
an outpatient. 
And consider how wasteful it 
is that the entire emphasis is on 
illness rather than health, on 
correction rather then prevent­ 
ion, on remedies for ailments 
that might have been avoided 
through recipes for health. 
So bleak in tne picture that 
one is impelled to believe that 
the future can only be brighter. 
Perhaps so. At least one man 
who believes the corner has 


been turned is Dr. Edwin Cros­ 
by, head of the American Hospi­ 
tal Association. 
“I’m an optimist/* said Cros­ 
by as he described “Ameri- 
plan,” a proposal by the asso­ 
ciation 
for 
restructuring 
the 
“delivery” and 
financing 
of 
health services, mainly through 
establishment of health care 
corporations. 
Such units would take respon­ 
sibility for the health of individ­ 
uals living in specified areas, 
providing them with five essen­ 
tials: health maintenance, pri­ 
mary care, specialty care, res­ 
torative 
care 
and 
custodial 
care. 
Although the functions of such 
corporations are still related in 
broad terms they would, in gen­ 
eral, be able to control dupli­ 
cation of services in an area, 
route patients to correct facili­ 
ties, coordinate purchasing, and 
install cost-cutting incentives. 
Work would be contracted out 
to doctors and institutions with 
an eye no only for the best care 
but the greatest efficiency. The 
patient’s needs and the area’s 
facilities would be coordinated. 
No such corporations now ex­ 
ist, and in fact a federal law 
would be required before they 
ever became a reality. As envi­ 
sioned, medical schools, hospi­ 
tals, insurance companies or 
others involved in medical care 
would develop the corporations, 
with financing coming as before 
from fees, insurance programs 
and government aid.

He said the 
board was without authority to 
grant additional compensation 
without assigning extra duties 
and entering into supplemental 
contracts.

The 
firm was the school board’s 
bonding company. 
Ferguson used the Attica aud­

He 
said a field examiner completed 
a report May 16, 1970 and the 
bureau received it June 29.

Ex pressing the resultant phil- 
so phy , CAUaway say s “ the ba­ 
sic emphasis is o n the indiv idual 
child, o n his dev elo ping v alues, 
and learning o f self-discip'ine 
and respo nsibility .

“ And Kids want to kno w what 
they can and canno t get away 
with. 
“ The usual sty le is to tell kids 
to set up and shut up, do y o ur 
wo rk, co nfo rm, acquiesc, 
thin 
y o u’ll get alo ng. But then, later 
o n, we ask them, why aren’t y o u 
pio re respo nsible? 
“ Fo r kids this age (11 to 13 o r 
14), the curriculum sho uld draw 
upo n all disciplints, and cut 
acro ss rigid separatio n o f sub­ 
jects, with emphasis upo n ex plo ­

eluded suburbanites, farmers, 
i businessmen, educato rs, facto r 


wo rkers, ho usewiv es and high 
scho o l pupils, o rganized into a 
Citizens Planning Co mmittee. 
The 
bo ard 
and 
Strassburg 
called in Callway , and wo rked 
o ut what they wanted to do be­ 
fo re calling in architects fo r a 
design to let it wo rk. Reif heart­ 
ily applauds this appro ach. 
High scho o l pupils Callaway 
recalls, gav e such adv ice as “ I 
didn’t study any thing interest­

When the scho o l pro po sal was 
first presented to to wnspeo ple 
they turned it do wn, partly be­ 
cause it seemed to o radical a 
change, Behling say s. But then 
scho o l bo ard members each ac­ 
cepted a specific field in inter­ 
est o r phase o f the pro ject, and 
did their ho mewo rk to beco me 
tho ro ughly 
kno wledgeable, 
in­ 
cluding the WHY o f such a 
scho o l.

o wn scrips, and held actual re­ 
hearsals o f what we co uld 
say , 
Then we presented o ur « do ry at 
ano ther meeting, putting o n a 
ho me to wn sho w.

with freedo m to fo llo w interests 
in art, music, ho me eco no mics, 
and industrial arts. The pupils 
wo rk regardng basic skills such 
as reading is indiv idualized. 
Absenteesm is v ery lo w. Fo r 
a time last y ear, the scho o l was 
o pen sev en day s a week, at pup- 
its’ request, mainly fo r use 
cf 
the gy m but also fo r so me crea­ 
tiv e studies 
and the library . 
That ended, say s Schmidt, wh- n 
it became to o difficult to get 
eno ugh 
v o lunteer 
superv iso rs 
fo r adequate superv isio n o f ac­ 
tiv ities. 
Surv ey s made last fall and 
again last spring sho wed a lik­ 
ing fo r scho o l replacing “ fear o f 
new situatio ns and distrust o f 
teachers, with mo st kids beco m­ 
ing mo re so cially sure o f them­ 
selv es,” Strassburg said. 
One day , it is to ward the end 
o f a so cial studies class o f so me 
20 sev enth graders, and at the 
edge o f the gro up o ne dark­ 
haired girl o v er so me disagree­ 
ment slaps lightly at the face o f 
ano ther gin, w h j d o esn i « .u ji 
back.

So comment educators and an 
architect about the innovative 
Turner Middle School, 
grades 
six through eight, where teach­ 
ers work in teams, where there 
are no bells, no rigid class sub­ 
ject schedules, no doors, where, 
instead, three great open class­ 
rooms have replaced the cus­ 
tomary “egg-crate” design of a 
school, 
where 
carpets 
line 
rooms and corridors. 
“Doors lock a kid’s mind. 
Kids this age need freedom to 
move, freedom to think,” is the 
way Herbert Jackson, 
princi­ 
pal last year, put it. 
“The typical school is organ­ 
ized on the assumption that if 
one child talks to another he is 
either out of order or he’s cheat­ 
ing,” says Callaway, professor 
of education at the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, who or­ 
ganized the curriculum. 
Schools, they all agree, should 
te^ch freedom by allowing free­ 
dom and letting children learn 
that it calls for responsibiity 
and self-disc»pline. 
A casual sampling finds pup­ 
ils overwhelmingly in favor 
of 
their school. 
“It’s better when you can get 
the 
latest gossip 
while 
you 
study,” says a seventh-grade 
girl. A boy, eighth grade, “They 
don’t care if you chew gum or 
not. That took all the fun out of 
it.” Another eighth-grade boy: 
“ You only learn when you want 
to, and here I want to ” Girl. 
sixth grade: “There are more 
choices, 
you 
can 
go 
more 
places. 
I 
feel 
I’m 
learning 
more.” Boy, seventh grade: “I 
like it better this year, I’m not 
cooped 
up. 
I 
keep busier. 
There’s more to do.” 
The Turner school, in a sub­ 
urb of Beloit, is one example of 
the growth across the land of 
educational experiments intend­ 
ed better to fit children for to­ 
morrows 
quite 
unpredictable 
world. 
Numerous individual features 
here—such as the open space, 
no walls classrooms—are not 
original. But perhaps unique is 
the way a school board looked 
ahead in education and tapped 
the thinking not only of experts

Expressing the resultant phil- 
sophy, Callaway says “the ba­ 
sic emphasis is on the individual 
child, on his developing values, 
and learning of self-discip’ine 
and responsibility. We 
want to 
help kids find out who they are, 
where their talents lie, and how 
to get along with people.” 
“And Kids want to know what 
they can and cannot get away 
with. 
“The usual style is to tell kids 
to set up and shut up, do your 
work, conform, acquiese, then 
you’ll get along. But then, later 
on, we ask them, why aren’t you 
piore responsible? 
“ For kids this age (ll to 13 or 
14), the curriculum should draw 
upon all disciplints, and cut 
across rigid separation of sub­ 
jects, with emphasis upon explo­ 
ration of social issues and prob­ 
lems, with particular attention 
to development of individual in­ 
terests, values and attitudes,” 
Callaway adds. 
Children at this 
age, 
“ are 
trying for freedom, but aren’t 
usually given a chance to work 
with it,” says Schmidt, princi­ 
pal in the second year of the 
school. “And we must teach 
them how to keen on -ea1 n ng | 
for in the future a person may 
have to change his career two 
or three times because of rapid 
changes in our society.” 
Reif, architect of John J. Flad 
& Associates, 
Madison, Wis., i 
who designed the school, com­ 
ments that “a child at this age 
is 
tremendously 
active. 
He 
needs space, and places to work 
with his hands. And he needs 
continuous association with his 
peer groups.” 
A great difference between 
teaching and learning 
is that 
“ in learning, we set the scene 
and Create the atmosphere for 
the 
child 
to 
explore,” says 
Strassburg, former superintend- 
, ent of the school district. He re­ 
signed recently, to enter the 
| field of drug abuse control in 
another city, saying, “ My work 
here is done. I was hired to do a 
job and I’ve done it. We built 
something here which is pretty 
special, and it’s working.” 
The school is “the remarkable 
successful result of an uninhibit­ 
ed effort by 
an 
improbable 
group of people who sought only 
to find a better way of meeting 
the educational needs of the ear­ 
ly adolescent,” says William B. 
Behung, executive director of 
the Beloit Daily News, who was 
school board president in 1968 
when a new school was needed. 
The 
“ improbably group” in 
eluded suburbanites, farmers, 
businessmen, educators, factor 


workers, housewives and high 
school pupils, organized into a 
Citizens Planning Committee. 
The 
board 
and 
Strassburg 
called in Callway, and worked 
out what they wanted to do be­ 
fore calling in architects for a 
design to let it work. Reif heart­ 
ily applauds this approach. 
High school pupils Callaway 
recalls, gave such advice asc “I 
didn’t study anything interest­ 
ing or exciting in my middle 
school 
... We 
studied about 
things that weren’t going to hap­ 
pen . . . School shouldn't be a 
prison. .” 
When the school proposal was 
first presented to townspeople 
they turned it down, partly be­ 
cause it seemed too radical a 
change, Behling says. But then 
school board members each ac­ 
cepted a specific field in inter­ 
est or phase of the project, and 
did their homework to become 
thoroughly knowledgeable, 
in­ 
cluding the WHY of such a 
school. 
“ We sort of wrote out 
our 
own scrips, and held actual re­ 
hearsals of what we could 
say, 
Then we presented our story ac 
another meeting, putting on a 
home town show. We’re your 
neighbors and friends, we said, 
take our word for it—it will 
work, it will be the best thing 
you’ve done for education. Let 
your kids be pioneers in this 
new 
venture . . . 
And 
they 
bought it.” 
Initially, says William Han­ 
sen, president of the successor 
! school 
board, 
parents 
“ had 
I some reservations, and some 
fears it might affect the kids ad- 
, versely. There are lots of ru- 
! mors and misconceptions.” 
“But our board members feel, 
I think, that this is really a 
unique approach, and that it has 
potential. 
Properly 
managed 
and directed, the system can 
work and be pertinent to this 
age group.” 
The three large “ pods” or 
classrooms each serve as a 
home room for IOO to 125 young­ 
sters, and small to large groups 
of students at any one time may 
be having concurrent classes, or 
little discussion groups will be 
scattered about in the audito­ 
rium or cafeteria area. 
The fairly constant motion 
and buzz of sound apparently 
are not distracting. As Schmidt 
remarks, “These kids grow up 
in a culture of sound. Where 
noise seems to be a problem, 
we’re working on it.” 
In general, youngsters spend 
half the day dealing with topics 
under the broad objective of 
“Social Sensitivity and Under­ 
standing,” one-quarter of the 


day focussing on Understanding ! 
the Physical Environment,” and j 
a quarter on “ Developing Crea- j 
tive Interests and Abilities,” 
with freedom to follow interests 
in art, music, home economics, 
and industrial arts. The pupils 
work regardng basic skills such 
as reading is individualized. 
Absenteesm is very low. For 
a time last year, the school was 
open seven days a week, at pup­ 
ils’ request, mainly for use 
cf 
the gym but also for some crea­ 
tive studies and the library. 
That ended, says Schmidt, wh-n 
it became too difficult to g e t' 
enough 
volunteer 
supervisors I 
for adequate supervision of ac­ 
tivities. 
Surveys made last fall and 
again last spring showed a lik- j 
ing for school replacing “fear of 
new situations and distrust of 
teachers, with most kids becom-1 
ing more socially sure of them- 
selves,” Strassburg said.

io n pensio n do llars, so me to en­ 
terprises co ntro lled by him and 
a financially plagued DuPo nt 
heir, has been indicted alo ng 
with the unio n's president o n 
charges o f kickback co nspiracy . 
The pensio n fund inv o lv ed in 
the co mplex case has ties to o ne 
o f the biggest perso nal bank­ 
ruptcy act cases ev er filed, to 
two o ther financial scandals and 
to jailed tax ev ader Bo bby Bak­ 
er. 
And the nearly 6 0.000 barbers 
who are members o f the pensio n 
plan face fo recasts that they 
likely will get little o r no ne o f 
the 
retirement 
inco me 
they 
were pro mised. 
Bo th govern­ 
ment and priv ate studies say 
the fund will go bro ke as pres­ 
ently co nstituted. 
The 3 6 -co unt indictment was 
returned Tuesday by a federal 
grand jury in Chicago and an­ 
no unced by the J ustice Depart­ 
ment in Washingto n. It named: 
—Tho mas A. Sbaheen J r., 3 8, 
the pensio n fund’s o netime in­ 
v estment co nsultant who no w 
liv es in Lo ndo n, England. 
—J o seph De Pao la, Indianap­ 
o lis, president o f the J o urney ­ 
men 
Barbers, 
Hairdressers, 
Co smeto lo gists and Pro prieto r’s 
Internatio nal Unio n o f America 
and chairman o f its pensio n 
fund. 
—Max Blo ck J r., a New Yo rk 
Atto rney who wo rked with Sha- 
heen. 
—Co lumbia Financial Co rp. o f 
Chev y Chase, Md., co ntro lled by 
Sbaheen and Blo ck. 
The indictment charged all 
fo ur with co nspiring to get kick­ 
backs, fees and co mmissio ns 
fro m a Califo rnia land dev elo p­ 
ment firm in co nnectio n with a 
lo an fro m the pensio n fund. It 
further charged Shaheen, Blo ck 
and Co lumbia with co nspiring to 
pay o ff De Pao la in co nnectio n 
with fund lo ans and charged De 
Pao la with so liciting and receiv ­ 
ing $29 ,000 in fees, kickbacks 
and co mmissio ns. 
Shaheen 
also was charged 
with getting fro m the Califo rnia 
firm $112,5 9 7 in fees and co m­

Indict Promoter, Union Chief For Kickbacks

WASHINGTON (AP) -T h e 
promoter 
who 
masterminded 
loans of millions of Barbers Un­ 
ion pension dollars, some to en­ 
terprises controlled by him and 
a financially plagued DuPont 
heir, has been indicted along 
with the union’s president on 
charges of kickback conspiracy. 
The pension fund involved in 
the complex case bas ties to one 
of the biggest personal bank­ 
ruptcy act cases ever filed, to 
two other financial scandals and 
to jailed tax evader Bobby Bak­ 
er. 
And the nearly 60,000 barbers 
who are members of the pension 
plan face forecasts that they 
likely will get little or none of 
the 
retirement 
income 
they 
were promised. 
Both govern­ 
ment and private studies say 
the fund will go broke as pres­ 
ently constituted. 
The 36-count indictment was 
returned Tuesday by a federal 
grand jury in Chicago and an­ 
nounced by the Justice Depart­ 
ment in Washington. It named: 
—Thomas A. Shaheen Jr., 38, 
the pension fund’s onetime in­ 
vestment consultant who now 
lives in London, England. 
—Joseph De Paola, Indianap­ 
olis, president of the Journey­ 
men 
Barbers, 
Hairdressers, 
Cosmetologists and Proprietor’s 
International Union of America 
and chairman of its pension 
fund. 
—Max Block Jr., a New York 
Attorney who worked with Sha­ 
heen. 
—Columbia Financial Corp. of 
Chevy Chase, Md., controlled by 
Shaheen and Block. 
The indictment charged all 
four with conspiring to get kick­ 
backs, fees and commissions 
from a California land develop­ 
ment firm in connection with a 
loan from the pension fund. It 
further charged Shaheen, Block 
and Columbia with conspiring to 
pay off De Paola in connection 
with fund loans and charged De 
Paola with soliciting and receiv­ 
ing $29,000 in fees, kickbacks 
and commissions. 
Shaheen 
also was charged 
with getting from the California 
firm $112,597 in fees and com­ 
missions, $25,000 in negotiable 
notes, 
two 
consultant 
agree­ 
ments worth $144,000 and IOO 
acres of land in order to influ­ 
ence his actions as the fund's 
adviser. 
The fund, which once totaled 
$21 
million, made nearly $12 
million in mortgage loans dur­ 
ing the period Shaheen advised 
it. Some $7 million of these be­ 
came delinquent. The fund list­ 
ed $16 million in assets in its 
most recent report to the Labor 
Department. 
The breadth of the fund's 
problems first came to public 
light last July in a series of As­ 
sociated Press articles on pen­ 
sion plans.

His diary on the nine-week trip 
reveals astute observations 
of 
the countryside, Indians and 
wildlife and notes that many 
s q u a t t e r s 
were 
already 
“ Marking all the L?nds that are 
valuable” 
in 
the 
rich 
Ohio 
Valley. 
On Oct. 21, when the party 
crossed what is now the Penn­ 
sylvania - Ohio state line, it 
snowed 
all 
night. 
The 
next 
morning 
the 
canoes 
passed 
Yellow 
Creek 
in 
present 
Columbiana 
County 
and 
a 
Mingo town of about 70 warriors 
located near the present site of 
Steubenville. This was the only 
native village 
of consequence 
that the party saw along the 
Ohio. 


On 
Oct. 
24, 
they 
passed 
present Bridgeport and camped 
near Captina Creek in Belmont 
County. The next day they saw 
“ innumerable 
quantities 
of 
Turkeys, 
and 
many 
Deer 
watering and browsing on the 
Shore side, some of which we 
killed.” At camp that night they 
caught catfish. 
Washington’s dairy comments 
on the “ remarkably crooked” 
condition of the Ohio, which was 
“ choked up with Fallen Trees, 
and the bottom of the River 
next to the Shores rather more 
Muddy but in general stony as 
it has been all the way down.” 
Passing the Three Brothers 
Islands near present Newport, 
Ohio, the party camped Oct. 26 
at the mouth of Duck Creek. 
The next day they “ came to 
the Mouth of Muskingham . 
This River is about 150 yards 
wide at the Mouth; a gentle 
currant and clear stream runs 
out of it, and is navigable a 
great way into the Country for 
Canoes.” 
Later that day they passed 
the Little Kanawha, the Little 
Hockhocking, and Blennerhasset 
Island, before camping opposite 
the 
mouth 
of 
the 
Great 
Hockhocking. 
On 
Oct. 
28 
Washington’s explorers camped 
near Long Bottom in present 
Meigs County, where they paid 
their respects to the Indian 
hunting party of Kiashuta, who 
gave them a “ Quarter of very 
fine Buffalo.” 
Oct. 31, they arrived at the 
mouth of the Great Kanawha, 
just four miles above present 
Gallipolis, 
where they 
spent 
several 
days exploring 
the 
valley for future surveying and 
settlement. On their return trip 
they 
went by 
river to 
the 
Steubenville area, whence they 
traveled overland to Fort Pitt 
and then onto Virginia. 
Unfortunately, 
the 
pleasant 
and revealing journey was not 
crowned 
by success. 
The 
Virginians’ efforts to establish 
a 
permanent colony on 
the 
western 
lands 
had 
to 
be 
abandoned because of Indian 
trouble and the Revolution. 
W a s h i n g t o n , 
although 
disappointed in his colonizing 
efforts, remained one of the 
most 
fervent 
advocates 
of 
western settlement. His interest 
was 
significant 
because 
his 
k n o w l e d g e of the trans- 
Allegheny region surpassed that 
of most of his contemporaries. 
He 
was 
one 
of 
the 
first 
Americaus 
to 
see 
the 
im­ 
portance of expansion into the 
Ohio Country and othe" 
parts 
of the west, particularly in 
those areas he visited 200 years 
ago, The Ohio Historical Society 
points out.

Everglades,” NBC’s treatment 
of that imperiled aquatic world 
was a nature-lover’s and conser­ 
vationist’s 
dream 
program 
Tuesday night. 
Much of the program was a 
leisurely and beautifully filmed 
inspection of the flora and fauna 
of the great natural park, from 
the tiny mosquito larvae to the 
big blue heron and alligator. It 
was a vivid way to demonstrate 
the importance of protecting all 
the links in the vital food chain 
by which the creatures survive 
and multiply. 
Hugh Downs’ quiet narration 
insistently pointed to the fragili­ 
ty of the system of survival- 
how the land must alternately 
be flooded and dried out and 
how dependant survival now is 
on man. 
Much of the same material 
was 
covered 
and 
the 
same 
points made in Arthur Godfrey’s 
recent program about the E v­ 
erglades on ABC. Both empha­ 
sized the danger of pollution, 
from 
raw 
sewage, 
factory 
wastes, 
agricultural 
spraying, 
construction of homes, roads 
and jet ports. 
As 
in 
other 
documentaries 
based on ecology, the program 
made a point of “ death without 
destruction,” this time showing 
a cotton mouth snake, hunting 
for food, striking at a squirrel 
and a hungry alligator snapping 
up a young raccoon which lost 
its grip on a branch—unpleasant 
viewing but essential in present­ 
ing a realistic picture of that 
all-important food chain. 
“ Maybe I ’ll Come Home in 
the Spring,” ABC’s “ Movie of 
the Week” was a devastating in­ 
dictment, 
visually 
interesting 
and perhaps was helpful in un 
derstanding 
the 
unbridgeable 
gap between youth and age. It 


was the story of a girl, running 
away from an unsympathetic 
family, who becomes involved 
in the hippie world of drugs and 
irresponsibility. R e t u r n i n g 
home after a bad experience, 
she finds her parent’s middle- 
class world still unbearable— 
and a younger sister on drugs. 
There was a particularly le­ 
thal portrayal of a boozy adult 
party, balanced by some grisly 
scenes of drug-distorted frolics 
among the hippies. 
Fine 
performances 
were 
turned in by Sally Field as the 
disturbed, searching girl, and 
Lane Bradbury as her unhappy 
sister. Jackie Cooper and Elean­ 
or Parker were excellent as the 
excitable, self-centered parents. 
It was a story told from one 
point of view—the girl’s. Even if 
one disagreed with its bias, it 
made its point and carried a 
strong punch. 
CBS began a two-part series 
documenting the changing char­ 
acter of the war in Indochina— 
the shift to Laos and Cambodia 
at a time when the United 
States in winding down its in­ 
volvement in South Vietnam. 
Charles Collingwood presided 
over what was essentially a 
briefing on the situation. There 
were interviews with advocates 
and 
critics 
of administration 
policy. There were maps, aerial 
film and plenty of film showing 
the fighting. It was, generally, a 
calm and fact-filled summary 
containing little that was new. 
Part two wil pre-empt Jackie 
Gleason’s “ Honeymooners” pro­ 
gram next Sunday night.

Western Kentucky University at 
Bowling Green, Ky., and his 
master of business administra­ 
tion degree from Northwestern

He had several job offers 
from railroads upon graduation, 
but chose the CAO, joining the 
railroad as a staff analyst in 
the president’s office. 
The tall, soft-spoken Kentuck­ 
ian is described by his associ­ 
ates as the kind of person who 
knows what should be done and 
does it. 


Virginians and Indians, was 
inspecting land that he and 
other Virginians had purchased 
prior to sending settlers to the 
west. 
One . of 
the 
most 
aggressive land speculators at 
that time, Washington hoped to 
establish a new colony along the 
south bank of the Ohio River, 
from east of the Great Kanawha 
to west of the Kentucky River. 
His diary o d the nine-week trip 
reveals astute observations of 
the countryside, Indians and 
wildlife and notes that many 
s q u a t t e r s 
were 
already 
"Marking all the L?nds that are 
valuable” in the rich Ohio 
Valley. 
On Oct. 21, when the party 
crossed what is now the Penn­ 
sylvania - Ohio state line, it 
snowed all night. The next 
morning 
the 
canoes 
passed 
Yellow 
Creek 
in 
present 
Columbiana 
County 
and 
a 
Mingo town of about 70 warriors 
located near the present site of 
Steubenville. This was the only 
native village 
of consequence 
that the party saw along the 
Ohio. 
On 
Oct. 
24, 
they 
passed 
present Bridgeport and camped 
near Captina Creek iii Belmont 
County. The next day they saw 
"innumerable 
quantities 
of 
Turkeys, 
and 
many 
Deer 
watering and browsing on the 
Shore side, some of which we 
killed.” At camp that night they 
caught catfish. 
Washington’s dairy comments 
on the "remarkably crooked” 
condition of the Ohio, which was 
"choked up with Fatten Trees, 
and the bottom of the River 
next to the Shores rather more 
Muddy but in general stony as 
it has been all the way down.’* 
Passing the Three Brothers 
Islands near present Newport, 
Ohio, the party camped Oct. 26 
at the mouth of Duck Creek. 
The next day they "came to 
the Mouth of Muskingham . , . 
This River is about 150 yards 
wide at the Mouth; a gentle 
currant and clear stream runs 
out of it, and is navigable a 
great way into the Country for 
Canoes.” 
Later that day they passed 
the Little Kanawha, the Little 
Hockbocking, and Blennerhasset 
Island, before camping opposite 
the 
mouth 
of 
the 
Great 
Hockhocking. 
On 
Oct. 
28 
Washington’s explorers camped 
near Long Bottom in present 
Meigs County, where they paid 
their respects to the Indian 
hunting party of Kiashuta, who 
gave them a "Quarter of very 
fine Buffalo.** 
Oct. 31, they arrived at the 
mouth of the Great Kanawha, 
just four miles above present 
Gallipolis, 
where they spent 
several 
days 
exploring 
the 
valley for future surveying and 
settlement. On their return trip 
they went by river to the 
Steubenville area, whence they 
traveled overland to Fort Pitt 
and then onto Virginia. 
Unfortunately, the pleasant 
and revealing journey was not 
crowned 
by 
success. 
The 
Virginians’ efforts to establish 
a permanent colony on the 
western 
lands 
had 
to 
be 
abandoned because of Indian 
trouble and the Revolution. 
W a s h i n g t o n , 
although 
disappointed in his colonizing 
efforts, remained one of the 
most 
fervent 
advocates 
of 
western settlement. His Interest 
was 
significant 
because his 
k n o w l e d g e of the trans- 
Allegheny region surpassed that 
of most of his contemporaries. 
He 
was 
one 
of 
the 
first 
Americans 
to see 
the 
im­ 
portance of expansion into the 
Ohio Country and othe~ parts 
of the west, particularly in 
those areas he visited 200 years 
ago, The Ohio Historical Society 
points out. 


Views On TV-Radio

NEW’ YORK (AP) — "The 
Everglades,” NBC’s treatment 
of that imperiled aquatic world 
was a nature-lover’s and conser­ 
vationist’s 
dream 
program 
Tuesday night. 
Much of the program was a 
leisurely and beautifully filmed 
inspection of the flora and fauna 
of the great natural park, from 
the tiny mosquito larvae to the 
big blue heron and alligator. It 
was a vivid way to demonstrate 
the importance of protecting all 
the links in the vital food chain 
by which the creatures survive 
and multiply. 
Hugh Downs’ quiet narration 
insistently pointed to the fragili­ 
ty of the system of survival- 
how the land must alternately 
be flooded and dried out and 
how dependant survival now is 
on man. 
Much of the same material 
was covered and the same 
points made in Arthur Godfrey’s 
recent program about the Ev­ 
erglades on ABC. Both empha­ 
sized the danger of pollution, 
from 
raw 
sewage, 
factory 
wastes, agricultural spraying, 
construction of homes, roads 
and jet ports. 
As in other documentaries 
based on ecology, the program 
made a point of "death without 
destruction,” this time showing 
a cottonmouth snake, hunting 
for food, striking at a squirrel 
and a hungry alligator snapping 
up a young raccoon which lost 
its grip on a branch—unpleasant 
viewing but essential in present­ 
ing a realistic picture of that 
all-important food chain. 
"Maybe ITI Come Home in 
the Spring.” ABC’s "Movie of 
the Week’* was a devastating in­ 
dictment, 
visually 
interesting 
and perhaps was helpful in un­ 
derstanding 
the 
unbridgeable 
gap between youth and age. It 


was the story of a girl, running 
away from an unsympathetic 
family, who becomes involved 
in the hippie world of drugs and 
irresponsibility. R e t u r n i n g 
home after a bad experience, 
she finds her parent’s middle­ 
class world still unbearable— 
and a younger sister on drugs. 
There was a particularly le­ 
thal portrayal of a boozy adult 
party, balanced by some grisly 
scenes of drug-distorted frolics 
among the hippies. 
Fine 
performances 
were 
turned in by Sally Field as the 
disturbed, searching girl, and 
Lane Bradbury as her unhappy 
sister. Jackie Cooper and Elean­ 
or Parker were excellent as the 
excitable, self-centered parents. 
It was a story told from one 
point of view—the girl’s. Even if 
one disagreed with its bias, it 
made its point and carried a 
strong punch. 
CBS began a two-part series 
documenting the changing char­ 
acter of the war in Indochina— 
the shift to Laos and Cambodia 
at a time when the United 
States in winding down its in­ 
volvement in South Vietnam. 
Charles Collingwood presided 
over what was essentially a 
briefing on the situation. There 
were interviews with advocates 
and critics of administration 
policy. There were maps, aerial 
film and plenty of film showing 
the fighting. It was, generally, a 
calm and fact-filled summary 
containing little that was new. 
Part two wil pre-empt Jackie 
Gleason’s "Honeymooners” pro­ 
gram next Sunday night.

Trust Co. announced Tuesday a 
one-quarter percentage point re­ 
duction in its prime lending 
rate. 
Bankers Trust became the 
tirst major New York City bank 
to lower its prime rate after the 
Federal Reserve Board’s ap­ 
proval Friday of a reduction to 
43i per cent from 5 per cent in 
the discount rate at 11 of the 12 
district reserve banks. 
Bankers Trust cut its prime 
rate—the rate of interest banka 
charge their biggest and most 
creditworthy customers—to 5% 
per cent from 6 per cent, effec­ 
tive immediately. 
The discount rate is the rate 
of interest the Federal Reserve 
System 
charges 
its 
member 
commercial banks for loans. 
Only the New York Federal Re­ 
serve Bank did not go along 
with the discount rate reduction. 
In announcing the prime rate 
cut, Bankers Trust said in a 
statement: “ This adjustment of 
rates reflects current money 
market conditions and is con­ 
sistent with our policy to estab­ 
lish a more flexible rate struc­ 
ture.” 
This was essentially the same 
reason cited by the Federal Re­ 
serve Board in paring the dis­ 
count rate.

Gillig an, Andrews said, has 
deplored the fact that Ohio has 
the lowest tax es of any indus­ 
trial state.

married one of India’s ablest 
and wealthiest maharajas. 
She entered politics in 3962, 
when she was elected to Parlia­ 
ment. She easily won re-election 
in 1967. 
Mrs. Gandhi's sudden call in 
December

came in the middle of the Raj­ 
mata ’s year of official mourning 
for her husband. The m aharaja 
died 
last 
June 
in 
England, 
stricken by a heart attack while 
playing polo. 
At the end of January, the 
Rajmata said: “ I was still hop­ 
ing that someone else would 
contest from this district.” But 
the Swatantra party insisted she 
was the only strong candidate, 
and also could foot the cam ­ 
paign bill.

Q. I need more tax forms. 
Where can I get them? 
A. Any local IRS office should 
have the forms you need. Many 
banks 
and 
post offices 
also 
stock the most frequently used 
forms. 
To 
avoid 
processing 
and 
refund delays, don’t forget to 
take the name label off the 
cover of your 1040 tax package 
and put it on the form 1040 
you file. 
Q. Will any IRS office com­ 
pute my tax for me? 
A. No, the tax computation 
is done at the IRS regional 
service 
center 
where 
the 
returns are processed. If you 
wish to have the IRS compute 
your tax, complete all the ap­ 
propriate lines on your return 
and then mail it to IRS as you 
have in the past. Be sure to 
attach all necessary schedules 
Only those who have $20,000 or 
less 
income 
consisting 
of 
salaries, 
wages, 
dividends, 
interest, pension or annuities 
a n d 
claim 
the 
standard 
deduction, qualify to have IRS 
compute their tax. If you ibeet 
these 
requirements 
and 
are 
entitled to a retirement income 
credit, follow the instructions at 
the top of Schedule R, attach 
it to your return, and the credit 
will be computed by IRS. 
Q. I ’m taking care of my 
mother’s tax return this year. 
What special benefits is she 
entitled to by being over 65? 
A. The tax benefits for older 
Americans are explained in a 
free booklet by that name which 
is available at IRS offices. Send 
a post card to your District 
Director and ask for Publication 
554. 
Q. I was out of work several 
months last year and received 
unemployment benefits. Do I 
have to include them with the 
rest of my income? 
A. No, unemployment benefits 
are not taxable and do not have 
to be reported. 
Q 
My son now buys most 
of his clothes with what he 
makes on his after school job. 
Will this cause any change in 
his dependency status? 
A. If you are referring to the 
support test, the fact your son 
buys 
his 
own 
clothes 
will 
probably not disqualify him. 


Included in support are food, 
medical 
and

ex­ 
penses as well as clothing. If 
you provide more than half the 
cost of these items, your son

Q. Which of my home ex­ 
penses can I deduct? 
A. Homeowners may deduct 
the real estate taxes paid on 
their property and the interest 
portion of mortgage payments. 
Utility 
costs,

maintenance expenses are not 
deductible. 
Improvements to a home or 
property are considered capital 
expenditures and may be added 
to the property’s basis. 
Q. I got a statement from 
my bank showing how much my 
savings 
account 
earned 
last 
year. Should I send it in with 
my 1040? 
A. No, the statement is only 
for your records. The bank has 
also sent the IRS a copy. 
If your total interest income 
in 1970 was under $100 just 
enter it on line 14 of your Form 
1040. If it was over $100, itemize 
using Schedule B and enter the 
total on line 14. 
Q. My husband and I work 
and we pay a neighbor to take 
care 
of 
our

school. Can we deduct this? 
A. It may qualify as a child 
care expense' which is deduc­ 
tible under certain conditions. 
The amount of the deduction is 
a maximum of $600 for one 
dependent, or $900 for two or 
more dependents.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Republican 
State 
Chairman 
John S. Andrews said Tuesday 
no new state taxes should be 
imposed until there is a full 
and complete discussion of ac­ 
tual need. 
Andrews met with Republi­ 
can legislative leaders at a 
breakfast to get what he called 
a briefing on pending legisla­ 
tion and on bills 
before 
the 
General Assembly. 
He said Gov. John J. Gilli- 
gan’s Task Force on Tax Re­ 
form has made a lot of recom­ 
mendations on how to raise new 
money. “ Except for a* few gen­ 
eralities, we have yet to hear 
the first word about needs from 
the 
new 
administration ” 
he 
said. 
Andrews said the Republican 
majority in the legislature “is 
not about to buy a pig in a poke. 
They are going to take a very 
close look at the governor’s tax­ 
ing and spending proposals. He’s 
not going to get a blank check.” 
Gilligan, Andrews said, has 
deplored the fact that Ohio has 
the lowest taxes of any indus­ 
trial state. 
“But I see no reason why we 
should be in a hurry to out-tax 
or out-spend other states,” he 
added. “It’s obviously going to 
be the Republican’s job for the 
next four years to see to it that 
spending is kept at sensible 
levels.” 
Senate Majority Leader Theo­ 
dore M. Gray, R-3 Piqua, said 
the taks force recommendations 
for 
a statewide personal in­ 
come tax and a tax on corpor­ 
ation income were ' ‘not unex­ 
pected.” 
“I was surprised that it didn’t 
provide for any reduction 
in 
real property taxes,” Gray said. 
Gray noted that the need is 
yet to be defined by the gover­ 
nor. 
Gilligan said earlier he would 
not be bound by task force rec­ 
ommendations.

Dr. Thomas 
Paine added. “ It would be al­ 
most impossible to sink a putt 
on the moon. It would be 
like 
putting un derw ater.” 
Dr. Pay ne described possible 
golf on the moon after receiving 
a trophy from the Metronolitan 
Golf W riters Association in the 
n am e of astron aut Capt. Alan B. 
Shepard Jr., the first man to hit 
a golf ball on the lunar surface. 
Shepard, in quaran tin e, was 
unable to accept the award in 
person. 
The hastily conceived award 
was called the “ Mulligan Tro­ 
phy ,” named for the practice 
common to duffers taking a sec­ 
ond shot off the tee after muff­ 
ing the first. 
Shepard, using a six-iron head 
attached to one of his craft's in­ 
strum en ts, took two swings on 
the moon and com m ented after­ 
wards:

“There would be a «ut U .sev­ 
en and eight-putt greens and no 
green to putt on,” Dr. Thomas 
Paine added. “It would be al­ 
most impossible to sink a putt 
on the moon. It would be like 
putting underwater.” 
Dr. Payne described possible 
golf on the moon after receiving 
a trophy from the Metrooolitan 
Golf Writers Association in the 
name of astronaut Capt. Alan B. 
Shepard Jr., the first man to hit 
a golf ball on the lunar surface. 
Shepard, in quarantine, was 
unable to accept the award in 
person. 
The hastily conceived award 
was called the ” Mulligan Tro­ 
phy,” named for the practice 
commem to duffers taking a sec­ 
ond shot off the tee after muff­ 
ing the first. 
Shepard, using a six-iron head 
attached to one of his craft’s in­ 
struments, took two swings on 
the moon and commented after­ 
wards: 
“It goes miles and miles.” 
Dr. Paine, who oversaw ail 
manned flights to the moon 
prior to leaving NASA last year 
for a vice presidency with Gen­ 
eral Electric, said Shepard did 
not exaggerate too much. 
“You can figure that the bali 
will travel six times as far as it 
would on Earth because the 
gravity is one-sixth that of the 
gravity on this planet,” the aer­ 
onautics expert explained. “Hie 
bail would fly straight and far 
and it would be impossible to 
slice or hook because there is no 
resistance. 
“Also, the surface of the moon 
is like small beads. The ball, 
once it has landed, would hit 
and 
bounce for many more 
yards, so one can get a great 
deal of distance.” 
This, however, would be all 
the fun that a golfer could de­ 
rive from an excursion to the 
moon, Paine said. 
“When you start to putt, the 
ball would do all sorts of crazy 
things and likely would skid and 


take a lot of shots to sink it,” he 
added. 
Phil Strubing, president of the 
U.S. 
Golf 
Association, 
an­ 
nounced at the dinner he was 
immediately suspending Shep­ 
ard from amateur golf. 
“Shepard said he was given 
three golf balls by his club pro 
back 
in 
Houston,” 
Stinting 
said. “That’s a violation of the 
rules. That makes him a profes­ 
sional.” 
And the Royal and Ancient 
Club of St. Andrews, Scotland, 
militant guardian of the sport, 
said Shepard should be penal­ 
ized for not replacing his divot. 
“This is a violation of ethics,” 
the R and A insisted.

In DeKalb County, for exam­ 
ple, where population had fallen 
from 15,000 in 1940 to 10,774 in 
i960, the tide is slowly turning 
the other way. The county is 
now growing by I per cent a 
year. 
Larry J. Puckett, a young 
dentist who returned to Smith­ 
ville with his skills after medi­ 
cal school, can vouch for other 
improvements. 
“The people are beginning to 
progress real well. They never 
had anything and now they have 
a little . . . . But nothing hap­ 
pened until Joe got into position 
to (to what the others would do 
if they could get into position.”

his heart the size of a nickel. 
Now, at 18, he is nearing the 
end of military basic training, 
the first man known to have 
been accepted by the U.S. Army 
after open heart surgery, his 
parents said Monday in an in­ 
terview.

Before the surgery, John was 
a thin, sickly child who tired 
easily and had to avoid stren­ 
uous activity.

the 
Pymatuning 
Valley School District in Ashta­ 
bula County, described as the 
most overcrowded in Ohio, ap­ 
proved Tuesday a $1.5 million 
bond issue to build new high 
and junior high schools. 
But in the Franklin district of 
War-en County, faced with the 
prospect of not opening next 
fall for lack of funds, voters re­ 
jected a six-mill tax levy. 
The Pymatuning Valley bond 
issue, passed 1,087-655, will be 
used with a 12.5 million state 
grant to build the schools. 
None of the district’s four 
schools can handle more than 
three grades and school offi­ 
cials say children sometimes 
spend up to three hours travel­ 
ing on buses to get to classes. 
The Franklin district began 
the current school year with a 
deficit of $279,000. Supt. Dewitt 
Terry 
has 
said 
the 
schools 
might not be able to open in 
September, and if they do open 
might have to close in October. 
The proposal defeated Tues­ 
day was the first presented to 
district voters since a six-mill 
increase was approved more 
than three years ago. 
In other school issues voted 
upon in special elections Tues­ 
day: 
-A $4.4 million bond issue to 
build a new high school in the 
Cleveland suburb of North Roy­ 
alton was rejected 1,527-1,110. 
—A five-mill additional levy 
to support the high school, ju­ 
nior high and five grade schools 
in Vinton County was approved, 
thwarting a possible shutdown 
of schools. 1

4 More Aftershocks Hit 
L.A. Area; Little Damage 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Four 
more 
aftershocks 
from 
last 
week’s temblor rattled the Los 
Angeles area Tuesday. No new 
serious damage was reported. 
Meanwhile, the official death 
toll increased to 64 and ll 
quake-damaged buildings in the 
Los Angeles City School District 
were ordered demolished, in­ 
cluding 
Los 
Angeles 
High 
School, scene for the television 
series “ Room 222.” The order 
affects 20,000 pupils. 
Building inspectors continued 
to check structures in the San 
Fernando Valley, north of down­ 
town, where 
5,704 
structures 
were reported damaged. More 
than 1,100 dwelling units have 
been declared unsafe and resi­ 
dents told to vacate them. 
The big quake Feb. 9 caused 
damage estimated up to $1 bil­ 
lion and more than 1,000 inju­ 
ries. It registered 6.6 magnitude 
on the Richter scale, hundreds 


of times more powerful than the 
aftershocks. 
The latest victims were Ar­ 
thur Cahill, 57, who died Mon­ 
day and Mabel Meyers, 87, who 
died early Tuesday. Cahill was 
a patient at tile San Fernando 
Veterans Hospital in Sylmar, 
where 
two 
wings 
collapsed. 
Mrs. Meyers died of complica­ 
tions from a broken leg suffered 
when she fell at her Long Beach 
home during the quake. 
City 
School 
Supt. 
William 
Johnston told the Board of Edu­ 
cation that about $209 million 
would be needed to replace and 
repair quake-damaged buildings 
and meet quake-resistant stand­ 
ards set by the state. 
He said he would propose a 
$ 160-mi Ilion bond issue and ask 
the federal government for the 
rest. 
Besides Los Angeles High, 
two elementary schools were 
closed by damage. The 619- 


school system sustained 97 per 
cent of damage to school build­ 
ings reported in the county, offi­ 
cials said. 
Double sessions were to start 
today at six schools to accom­ 
modate transferred students, in­ 
cluding 3,400 from 54-year-old 
Los Angeles High, the city’s old­ 
est. They will attend Fairfax 
High, 46 blocks away.
